KINGSTON Hospital’s new chief 
executive has vowed to fight to ex¬ 
pand its maternity unit and wring 
better value for money from the 
trust’s financially stricken wards. 

Ann Radmore has been acting 
as interim chief executive since 
August and officially took the full¬ 
time job last month when former 
boss Kate Grimes confirmed she 
would not be returning due to ill 
health. 

It has not been a smooth ride 
for the former head of the London 
Ambulance Service. She left in 
January last year during a crisis 
of poor emergency response times 
and ahead of the publication of a 
report detailing a bullying culture 
at the trust. 

In just her first three months at 
Kingston Ms Radmore was forced 
to admit the accident and emer¬ 
gency department was “extreme¬ 
ly fragile” even before the winter 
rush, and to face down investi¬ 
gators from the health regulator 
Monitor who had been called in 
over the hospital’s projected £8.8m 
deficit and excessive emergency 
waiting times.

Fifteen years ago the hospital was 
forced to radically change the way it 
ran the department when an inquiry 
into the death of a baby girl iden¬ 
tified understaffing as a key issue. 
In 2009 the unit was plagued with 
accusations that nurses were over¬ 
stretched due to understaffing. 

Now the unit, which delivers about 
6,000 babies per year, is fully staffed 
and has been voted the best in Lon¬ 
don by expectant mothers. 

But Ms Radmore said: “Where we 
do have trouble is care for the elderly 
jobs, both doctors and nurses. Here 
we serve an ageing population and it 
is not unusual to have a few people on 
a ward over 100. We need to recruit 
staff to accommodate that. 

“I also think the areas where we 


have been pushing recruitment we 
have seen better morale. There is a 
real link between having permanent 
staff on a ward and staff being happy 
in their jobs.” 

Recruiting permanent staff rath¬ 
er than relying on expensive temps 
from agencies has been one of the 
ways the hospital has brought down 
its predicted deficit, employing more 
than 100 full-time nurses, many from 
abroad. 

Ms Radmore has seen five periods 
of industrial action by junior doctors 
since January. 

She said: “The junior doctors abso¬ 
lutely have a right to strike. Because 
we have had so much notice of the 
strikes we have not been too badly 
affected and our senior doctors have 
also been wonderful. 

“I also absolutely fully support the 
idea of a seven-day working hospi¬ 
tals over all departments and I think 
that is something Kingston is moving 
slowly towards.”

Council backs plan to demolish hotel 


PLANS to demolish a Kingston 
hotel and replace it with 19 
houses and 54 flats have been 
approved by Kingston Council, 
with £100,000 also set to be do¬ 
nated to a nearby church. 

The approval of the planning 
application to demolish the 
Antoinette Hotel, in Beauford 
Road, which is still open, was 
accompanied by a promise from 
Kingston councillor Phil Doyle 
that the developer would give 


money to renovate St John the 
Evangelist Church for ‘social 
facilities’. 

The application was approved 
by 10 votes to one at a develop¬ 
ment control committee meet¬ 
ing on April 21. 

Cllr Doyle said: “The An¬ 
toinette Hotel - as has been al¬ 
ready suggested - is in fact a set 
of buildings which is very much 
past its sell-by date and in my 
view no longer can be regarded 


as an asset to Kingston. 

“The inside of the church is 
in a poor state of repair.” 

A previous planning applica¬ 
tion to build on the site was re¬ 
jected in July last year because 
it failed to maximise potential 
for affordable housing. 

Nine letters of objection were 
sent to the council. 

The development will also see 
the building of an unspecified 
number of offices.

A NEW Malden couple whose tod¬ 
dler son might not live to see his 
second birthday because of a rare 
genetic condition are petitioning 
to make available a drug that could 
save the lives of future sufferers. 

Kelly Harrison and Luke James’ 
son Vinnie was diagnosed with type 
one spinal muscular atrophy (SMA) 
aged just nine weeks. 

Vinnie has the most serious form 
of the disease which causes his 
muscles to stop working and eventu¬ 
ally he will be unable to swallow or 
breathe on his own. He was predict¬ 
ed not to live past his first birthday. 

Ms Harrison, 33, managed to 
get her son into a trial for Nusin- 
ersen - a new drug, as yet un¬ 
proven, that is designed to al¬ 
ter the gene causing SMA and 
increase production of mus¬ 
cle-building protein. Some patients 
in the trial have taken unaided steps 
during the testing phases, a feat un¬ 
thinkable for most with SMA type 1. 

Ms Harrison wants to bring 
Nusinersen, which is in its third 
round of trials, to the public’s atten¬ 
tion in the hope that it will become 
available to all SMA sufferers. 

She said: “The drug has had 
amazing results. 

“Vinnie had already started to 
show the signs of SMA when he got 
on the trial and, we don’t know, he 
might be on the placebo. 

“For him, this is about giving him 
a longer life and a better quality of 
life.” 

Doctor Basil Darras, director of 
clinical neurology at the Boston 


Children’s Hospital and Harvard 
Medical School, told a drugs confer¬ 
ence last year: “Not only do these 
children experience increases in 
muscle function scores but it ap¬ 


pears that these increases can be 
sustained for a significant time.” 

Ms Harrison and Mr James, who 
also have a healthy six-year-old 
daughter, have thrown their sup¬ 


port behind a petition to Parlia¬ 
ment to make Nusinersen available 
to terminally ill children. It needs 
10,000 signatures to gain a response 
and currently has just under 4,400. 


MOOR PROBLEMS: Persistent prob¬ 
lems with illegally moored boats along 
the Thames through Elmbridge and 
Richmond have forced the Environ¬ 
ment Agency to launch civil action. 

A spokesman for the authority said it 
had been granted possession orders 
at Kingston County Court in February 
against several boat owners who have 
illegally moored away from the river 
bank. Most of the boats have already 
moved, but the agency said it will apply 
for further orders in July, in respect of 
the remaining boats, and go to the High 
Court if necessary. 

UNEMPLOYMENT DROP: The number 
of people claiming jobseeker’s allow¬ 
ance in Kingston has fallen by 42 per 
cent compared to this time last year. In 
Kingston and Surbiton, the number of 
people claiming jobseeker’s allowance 
and universal credit while not in em¬ 
ployment has fallen by 921, a 50 
per cent drop, since 2010. Employment 
in the borough is now at 74.1 per cent. 
Kingston and Surbiton MP James 
Berry said: “This is of course in part 
due to the fantastic array of business¬ 
es in the constituency, and I will do 
whatever I can to ensure they continue 
to thrive.” 

HOMELESS PRE-SCHOOL: The people 
who have run a pre-school from a Sur¬ 
biton church for over 30 years will hold 
an open day to share memories before 
it closes. Over 300 people signed a pe¬ 
tition to save St Matthew’s Pre-School 
from being evicted, but this was not 
enough and the group will need to find 
a new premises by July. Organiser Lyn¬ 
da Zullo said: “The whole team are very 
upset and angry about this decision. 
The pre-school will be holding an open 
morning on Saturday, July 9, between 
10am and midday, when past and 
present children, families and friends 
can come and share their memories of 
the pre-school.” Churchwardens Judith 
Mackie and Paul Atkins previously said 
the decision was not made lightly. 


University lecturer misses out 
on top US journalism award 


A KINGSTON University lecturer has 
just missed out on becoming a Pulitzer 
Prize winner for her investigation into 
Islamic State’s women defectors. 

Azadeh Moaveni, who teaches jour¬ 
nalism at the university, was a finalist 
in the International Reporting catego¬ 
ry for her series of articles, videos and 
photographs about the terrorist group, 
which she wrote alongside colleagues at 
the New York Times. 

Winners were announced on Monday, 
April 18, with the group just missing 
out to Alissa J. Rubin, a fellow New York 
Times reporter, for her study on cruelty 
to women in Afghanistan. 

Ms Moaveni’s article For ISIS Women, 
Fraught Choices, documents the choices 
faced by three Syrian women after Is¬ 
lamic State captured their hometown of 
Raqqa in 2014. 

She took on the task originally hoping 
to investigate British women travelling 
to Syria, to counter what she believed 
was misleading media coverage. 

She told the university’s website: 
“Living here in the United Kingdom - as 
a Muslim, a journalist and as a woman - 
I was frustrated with the stories appear¬ 
ing in the press about ISIS and women 
and why girls from Britain decide to 
travel to Syria. 

“The coverage was very sexualised 
and sensationalised - there seemed to 
be a determination to misunderstand, 
which resulted in reports I saw as offen¬ 
sive and un-illuminating.” 

Now in its centenary year, the annual 
Pulitzer Prize is considered by many as 
the most prestigious prize to be won in 
journalism and the arts. 

Ms Moaveni said: “It’s an honour to 
be recognised among such highly-re-

garded journalists doing vital work to 
highlight stories from under-reported 
areas of the world. 

“Journalism in the Middle East and 
the areas I cover has become increasing¬ 
ly dangerous and it’s heartening to see 
colleagues still out there, putting their 
lives on the line to bring us perspectives 
we may otherwise never hear.” 

Born in California, Ms Moaveni 
learnt to speak Arabic at an American 
university in Cairo, Egypt. 

She has been covering the Middle 
East as a journalist for the past 16 years, 
which includes spells at Los Angeles 
Times and Time Magazine.

Government ‘should focus on dangerous areas’ 

MP Berry defends 
vote on refugees

KINGSTON MP James Berry has de¬ 
fended his vote to block the entry of 
3,000 unaccompanied child refugees 
into the UK from Europe. 

He said the government 
was right to concentrate 

its efforts on refugees liv¬ 
ing in “far more dangerous” 
areas. 

MPs rejected a Labour amendment 
to the Immigration Bill by 294 votes 
to 276 in Parliament on Monday - al¬ 
though some Conservative backbench¬ 
ers voted for the amendment. 

Mr Berry, who displaced Ed Davey 
last May, said he was “minded to vote 
for the amendment”, but preferred 
government plans to resettle refugees 
from the Middle East and north Africa. 

He said: “The government is commit¬ 
ting to take the same number of chil¬ 
dren, but from the region itself, which 
is far more dangerous than mainland 
Europe. 

“I find decisions surrounding refu¬ 
gee numbers extremely difficult, espe¬ 
cially when many have had the most 
unimaginably horrific experiences. 

“In my view, the figure of 23,000 over 
the next four years, including 3,000 


refugee children, strikes the right bal¬ 
ance.” 

Last week, the government an¬ 
nounced it would take in as many as 
3,000 refugees, mostly vulnerable chil¬ 
dren, from Syria by 2020 - alongside the 
20,000 to whom prime minister David 
Cameron promised to offer sanctuary 
in September. 

The government warned 
that resettling children from 
Europe would expose them 
to traffickers. 

A second amendment was approved 
by the Lords on Tuesday calling on 
ministers to relocate and support a 
specified number of children in the 
UK. 

The bill will now return to the House 
of Commons. 

At Prime Minister’s Questions on 
Wednesday, Labour MP Yvette Cooper 
said the government’s policy was “put¬ 
ting the country to shame”. 

She said: “There are child homes full 
in Italy and Greece and more than 1,000 
children will sleep rough in Greece 
alone tonight. How are they safe? 

“The agencies say that children are 
committing ‘survival sex’ - they are 
being abused, subject to prostitution, 
and rape. 

“It’s not insulting other European 
countries to offer them help, they want 
us to help.”

A planning application 
was narrowly voted through 
by six votes to five so King¬ 
ston Community School, 
which opened its doors 
in September 2015, could 
move to a permanent site in 
Coombe Road. 

The plans involve the dem¬ 
olition of office block King- 
stons House and the build¬ 
ing of a six storey building, 
sports hall and 19 flats. Mary 
Elcock, acting head teach¬ 
er at Kingston Community 
School, said: “It’s been a 
nervous few months for the 
families of our school, but 
we are pleased and relieved 
that our planning permis¬ 
sion has now gone through. 

“This school will be a

great asset for the communi¬ 
ty for generations to come.” 

Kingston Community 
School was one of two free- 
schools to open in the bor¬ 
ough last year - taking on 
fewer than 60 pupils at its 
temporary site at a former 
NHS clinic in Acre Road. 

Cllr Andrea Craig, cabinet 
member for education, urged 
the committee to approve the 
application due to the “ab¬ 


solute and imperative need” 
of building the school, say¬ 
ing that 45 children would 
be without a school-place if 
Kingston Community School 
had not opened last year. 

She said: “It’s important 
for you all to know that if 
this application is reject¬ 
ed for the second time, the 
school’s future will be put in 
jeopardy.” 

A planning application 


was first presented to King¬ 
ston Council in January, but 
branded “totally inappropri¬ 
ate” due to its scale. 

Concerns were raised 
about the lack of disabled 
parking, health and safety, 
traffic through Station Road 
and noise pollution. 

The fresh plans include 
an agreement with a nearby 
ASDA supermarket to use 
its car park for a Park and 
Stride scheme. 

Cllr Hugh Scantlebury, 
who opposed the plans, said: 
“I don’t believe anything is 
different in this application. 

“I’m disappointed that we 
don’t have the quantity of 
analysis on air quality in the 
area. If one of those kids got 
asthma, whose fault is that?” 

Cllr Geoff Austin said: 
“Wherever you put a school 
there is going to be pollution 
because Kingston is a pollut¬ 
ed borough. It’s a no-win sit¬ 
uation, I feel for them.” 

Kingston Community 
School is funded by the Edu¬ 
cation Funding Agency and 
run by Christian organisa¬ 
tion Chapel Street.

London Mayor’s difficult decision on AFC Wimbledon ground 

Johnson: 1 may have 
made wrong decision’

BORIS Johnson has admitted he 
might have “made the wrong de¬ 
cision” by calling in the plans for 
a new AFC Wimbledon football 
stadium for further consultation. 

Controversial plans to re-de- 
velop the Wimbledon Stadium, 
one of London’s last remaining 
dog racing tracks in Plough Lane, 
were unanimously approved by 
Merton Council in December. 
This meant the Dons would be 
playing in Wimbledon again af¬ 
ter more than a decade sharing 
Kingsmeadow with Kingstonian. 

But Mr Johnson left football 
fans shocked when he called in 
the plans in March delaying the 
approval process due to ‘signifi¬ 
cant issues of controversy’. 

His successor will have to 
begin the consultation process 
again before a decision is made. 

Mr Johnson said: “I know a lot 
of people were disappointed. It 
was very difficult because I had 
people coming up to me all over 
London saying ‘I’m a football fan, 
I want Wimbledon back in Wim¬ 


bledon.’ Then I had other people 
saying ‘I want to go to the dogs’.” 

“I don’t know, maybe I made 
the wrong decision. But I felt that 
it was something that needed to 
be further looked at.” 

Speaking about his London 
legacy, Mr Johnson said he was 
proud of the various cycling 


campaigns he had set up. 

He said: “Well with mini-Hol¬ 
land there is a little bit of a to-do. 
But look at what’s going on with 
the central London super-cycle 
highways. People have gone into 
nuclear meltdown about that. 
It will be fantastic. I genuinely 
think it is the right thing to do.”

Fraudster Patel used tenants’ deposits to cover his own business debts 

Jail for director who took 
£27,000 from 17 landlords

A MAN who unexpectedly 
closed his New Malden let¬ 
ting agent leaving landlords 
£27,000 out of pocket has 
been jailed for 10 months. 

Chandra Patel, 34, was the 
director of Giraffe Residen¬ 
tial, in Coombe Road, which 
he closed in December 2014 
having taken about £27,000 
from 17 landlords - who had 
used the letting agency to 
secure tenants’ deposits - to 
cover his own debts. 

Patel was sentenced to 
10 months in prison and 
banned from being a director 
of a company for seven years 
at Kingston Crown Court on 
Friday He was also ordered 
to pay a victim surcharge to 
be calculated at a later date. 

Sentencing, Judge Timo¬ 
thy Lamb said: “He traded 
well until 2014, when things 
took a turn for the worst. 
The defendant decided to 
help himself to the monies

which he held in trust. 

“I take into account the 
defendant’s family circum¬ 
stances, I take into account 
that he is of previous good 
character. 

“However, the defendant 
became part of a system of 
retail letting which was cre¬ 


ated in order to instil trust 
and confidence. He was 
plainly not fit to play a part 
in the system. He abused his 
position.” 

Patel took his customers’ 
funds, which comprised a 
mixture of rent payments 
and deposits, between Febru¬ 
ary and October 2014 as the 
company went into debt. 

Landlords were left to re¬ 
imburse their tenants from 
their own pockets after the 
money disappeared, having 
only been told in a letter in 
December that Giraffe would 
be dissolved and that “no 
payments can be made”. 

Police and trading stand¬ 
ards launched an investiga¬ 
tion after receiving numer¬ 
ous complaints that month. 

Patel pleaded guilty to two 
counts of fraudulent trading 
on Wednesday, March 23, at 
Kingston Crown Court. 

Defending, Charlene Sum- 
nail argued that a custodial 
sentence would put Patel’s 
wife and three children “at 
risk”, with his youngest 
child five months old. 

She said: “Mr Patel ac¬ 


knowledges that by his ac¬ 
tions he had caused distress 
and worry to those that he 
defrauded. 

“When it [Giraffe] fell into 
financial difficulty, which is 
reflected in his pleas, he took 
money which he knows he 
shouldn’t have. 

“That being said, in the 
grand total of fraudulent 
trading cases, in my submis¬ 
sion this is towards the low 
end.” 

She said her client would 
appeal the sentence. 

Three landlords who used 
Giraffe watched the sentenc¬ 
ing from the public gallery. 

A 47-year-old landlord 
from New Malden, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“I think it was the right 
thing to do - he had to accept 
the consequences of his ac¬ 
tions. 

“It was absolutely shock¬ 
ing that he had taken so 
much. I haven’t covered the 
costs, I think it will take me 
about five years. 

“He made no attempt to 
pay anything, he had so 
many opportunities.”

Lidl announces closure in June while clothing stores go bust

KINGSTON’S retail offering fac¬ 
es a significant overhaul after 
two major chains went into ad¬ 
ministration and a supermarket 
announced it would close. 

Lidl said its store in Adams 
Walk, off Eden Street, would 
change hands, while BHS in 
Eden Walk and Austin Reed in 
the Bentall Centre may face clo¬ 
sure in the coming months after 
administrators were called in. 


A spokeswoman for Lidl said 
its Kingston town centre store 
would close in June. 

She added that current em¬ 
ployees at the Kingston store had 
been offered alternative posi¬ 
tions in Wimbledon. 

While Lidl staff have been giv¬ 
en alternative job placements, 
staff at BHS and Austin Reed 
might not be so lucky. 

BHS went into administration 
last week leaving a multi-million 
pound tax bill and putting 11,000 
jobs across the country at risk. 

Austin Reed, which has a 
branch in the Bentall Centre, 


also went into administration 
last week. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “One of the things 
Kingston faces is the change in 
the nature of retail. We rely so 
much on the promotions aspect 
of the town centre retail but 
something we are going to have 
to face up to is that the nature of 
retail is changing. 

“We know after discussions 
going on over planning applica¬ 
tions in the town centre that the 
trend is for smaller or independ¬ 
ent stores, so we are going to see 
more of that happening.”

Claygate ‘would cease to exist’, parish councillor claims 

Row brewing in village 
over A3 bypass vision

PARISH councillors are at log¬ 
gerheads with Kingston Coun¬ 
cil planners over a proposed 
Malden Rushett A3 bypass. 

It is hoped a motorway con¬ 
necting the A243 and A3 south 
of Malden Rushett, cutting past 
Oxshott, will ease congestion in 
Chessington and Hook, which 
is expected to worsen when the 
high-speed Crossrail 2 arrives. 
Claygate residents have been 
vocal about the impact the prop¬ 
osition would have on their vil¬ 
lage. 

Ken Huddart, chairman of 
the highways and transpor¬ 
tation committee of Claygate 
Parish Council, said: “It will de¬ 
stroy the main carriageway and 
will transform Claygate from a 
village into a through road. 

“It’s a threat as far as we’re 
concerned. The local authori¬ 
ty will throw their dirty water 
into their neighbour’s territory 
It’s likely we’ll get no sympathy 
from Kingston. 

“It would kill it, Claygate 
would cease to exist.”

Kingston Council is revisit¬ 
ing the plans 25 years after they 
were originally floated. 

A Kingston Council spokes¬ 
woman said: “The council is 
currently considering options 
for its emerging local plan over 
the forthcoming years. Chess¬ 
ington is one of a number of 
study areas in respect of sup¬ 
porting infrastructure, includ¬ 
ing congestion alleviation. 

“The council will continue to 
liaise with the county council, 
Surrey planning authorities 


and other key partners on a 
range of cross boundary mat¬ 
ters in taking forward its strate¬ 
gic planning for the area. 

“If the plans go ahead, all 
partners, including Transport 
for London, will play an active 
role.” 

But Geoff Herbert, vice chair¬ 
man of Claygate Parish Coun¬ 
cil, said: “If you have a lot of 
traffic flowing up to the A3 they 
will have a lot of traffic coming 
through Claygate. It would be 
absolute chaos.”

My memories 
of wartime 

IN a previous life I grew up at 
53 Greenfield Avenue, Tolworth. 
One afternoon my mum and I 
were in the back garden when 
we heard the buzzing sound of 
an approaching flying bomb. 

As it came level with the 
house it suddenly went quiet. 
My dad was off fighting in 
North Africa so my mum 
grabbed me by the scruff of 
my neck and together we dived 
into our Morrison shelter. Next 
moment there was a big boom 
and a crunching noise as all 
our windows at the back of the 
house were broken, left lying in 
pieces outside. 

I was told the whole event 
was caused by a flying bomb, 
which had landed in the back 
garden of a house right next to 
the entrance of the Surbiton 
Lagoon. 

So we went up the road to see 
if we could help. I was just a 
kid and all I wanted was to find 
some shrapnel. Later some men 
came to our house and put tar 
paper over where our windows 
had been. 

I also remember picking up 
silver paper, black on one side, 
from off the playing fields of 
the Grand Avenue Primary 
School. I guess the Germans 
thought it was a radio station or 
something. 

Mum, my older brother 
and I spent each night in that 
Morrison shelter. 

Were there any other cases 
of bombs falling in the area 
around the Lagoon? Does 


anyone remember exactly 
where that buzz bomb fell, or 
any other Second World War 
events in that immediate area? 

I am trying to write our 
history for our children, 
grand children and great 
grandchildren, and I can’t find 
anything about Tolworth and its 
war history on the web.

Katherine Jenkins talks to JIM PALMER about 
returning to the scene of her wedding when she 
appears at Hampton Court Palace Festival in June... 


Memories will come flooding back for 
Katherine Jenkins when she takes to 
the stage at Hampton Court Palace 
Festival - the last time she was at 
the palace was her wedding day. 

The Welsh classical music star 
married film actor-director Andrew 
Levitas at Henry Vlll's former home 
in September 2014 and will be return¬ 
ing for the first time. 

She told us: "I haven't been back 
since so it is going to be very special. 

"When we were looking for venues, 
I heard that they had just got their 
licence to hold weddings within the 
palace rather than the grounds. We 
were the first to be allowed to be 
married inside the actual apart¬ 
ments. I think it was just luck really. 

"It was amazing. We feel so incred¬ 
ibly lucky. All our American guests 
that came over from Andy's side 
thought they were in some kind of 
film or fairytale. They had never seen 
anything like it." 

As if those memories don't make 
the June 23 show sufficiently special, 
Katherine's performance will be cele¬ 
brating the Queen's 90th birthday. 

The mezzo-soprano was the first 
act announced for the official tele¬ 
vised birthday concert at Windsor 
Castle in May and wants to keep the 
feel-good patriotism going through¬ 
out the summer. 

She said: "There will be that air 
of celebration in the summer so I'll 
perform the kind of music that fits 
the theme, so Rule Britannia and 
Land of Hope and Glory and folk 
songs from around the UK - all big 
patriotic songs. 

"It's people's chance to come 
along to iconic British venues and fly 
the flag and sing along and help wish 
Happy Birthday to Her Majesty." 

Singing for the Queen (again) 
is the latest in a lengthy list of 
highlights which includes singing to 
royalty, presidents, the Pope and at 
major sporting events. And she is still 
only 35. She admitted she still finds 
her success a shock. 

She said: "It's really hard to even
